STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  comprises  the  Parish 
of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is  essentially 
an  urban  one  although  the  outskirts  of  the  town  still  remain  essentially 
rural  in  character. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough  ; it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  an  important  agricultural  centre.  With  its 
modem  cattle  market  and  situated  in  an  area  designated  as  free  from 
bovine  tuberculosis  it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing 
centre  for  West  Wales.  Only  attested  cattle  are  sold  in  this  market 
which  is  one  of  the  foremost  cattle  markets  in  the  country.  The 
main  marketing  days  are  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  but 
frequently  marts  are  also  held  on  other  days.  On  an  adjoining  site, 
but  totally  separate  from  the  attested  cattle  market  site,  there  is  a 
store  cattle  mart  and  a mart  for  sheep,  pigs,  and  calves.  In  addition 
a produce  market  is  held  on  two  days  a week,  namely  on  a Wednes- 
day and  Saturday. 

From  its  geographical  situation,  and  particularly  due  to  its 
predominant  agricultural  outlook,  Carmarthen  does  not  appear  to 
attract  industrial  development.  Any  industrial  development  must  of 
necessity  be  associated  with  agriculture,  hence  the  large  milk  factory 
of  the  Unigate  Foods  Limited  established  within  the  Borough 
boundary.  I am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Factory  for  the 
following  information  : — 

“Total  milk  supplies  were  marginally  down  over  the  previous 
years. 

We  continued  to  supply  a large  proportion  of  our  milk  for  liquid 
milk  marketing  for  the  South  Wales  and  London  areas.  Both  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  quality  of  incoming  supplies  remains 
good. 

The  number  of  people  employed  at  the  Creamery  increased 
mainly  due  to  the  introduction  of  a five  day  week  which  we  now 
operate. 

On  the  production  side,  we  manufactured  more  butter,  we 
produced  more  powder  and  we  canned  more  cereal  puddings  than 
during  the  year  ending  December,  1969”. 

The  principal  occupations  of  the  town  residents  are  associated 
with  agriculture,  shops,  offices,  garages  and  commerical  firms.  British 
Railways  still  provide  some  employment.

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough.

Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the 
West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  the 
Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in  the 
County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 

Hospital  Accommodation  : 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelli,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen  and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital.  The  Hospital  provides  treatment  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 
The  West  Wales  Hospital  Management  Committee  also  provides 
beds  for  geriatric  patients. 


Chiropody  Service 

A Voluntary  Organisation  have  established  two  chiropody  clinics 
in  the  town. 

Home  Nursing 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  five  whole-time  district  nurses 
employed  in  Carmarthen  Combined  areas  which  covers  the  Borough 
and  part  of  the  Rural  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted  to 
one  of  the  following  hostels  : — Northlands,  Cardiff  ; Cwmdonkin 
shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee 
Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also  the 
St.  Davids  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  Clinics,  where  free  treatment  may  be  obtained 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence,  were  held  at  the  West 
Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen. 

These  clinics  are  held  as  follows  : — 

Males  and  Females — First  and  third  Friday  in  each  month — 2 p.m. 
to  6 p.m. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

As  in  former  years  careful  watch  was  maintained  on  the 
bacteriological  standards  of  the  town’s  water  supply.  Numerous 
samples  were  taken  at  varying  points  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
with  the  exception  of  five,  all  the  samples  were  satisfactory.

During  the  year  there  have  been  45  applications  for  dis- 
cretionary grants  and  2 applications  for  the  standard  grant.

Twenty-three  formal  samples  of  milk  procured  from  milk- 
retailers  were  all  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  in 
compositional  quality. 

Informal  samples  of  Milk 

Eleven  informal  samples  of  milk  taken  at  schools  and  other 
establishments  were  tested  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Officers.  Nine 
were  found  to  be  genuine  in  milk-fat  and  non-fatty-milk-solids  con- 
tent, whereas  the  other  two  samples  were  slightly  deficient  in  milk- 
fat  content. 

Miscellaneous  Foodstuffs  and  Drugs 

Of  the  48  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  47  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory  in  compositional  quality  and  confirming 
to  the  relevant  labelling  requirements.  A sample  of  Evaporated  Milk 
was  reported  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  milk-fat  content  and  the 
manufacturers  were  warned. 

Alcoholic  Spirits 

Nine  informal  samples  of  alcoholic  spirits  were  taken  at  licensed 
premises  and  were  tested  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors.  The 
samples  comprised  : — Six  of  Whisky  ; Two  of  Gin  ; One  of  Brandy. 
All  the  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963  and  1965 

Forty  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  from  licensed  milk-dealers 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Glangwili  for  ex- 
amination for  bacteriological  quality  etc.  The  results  of  the  tests 
carried  out  on  these  samples  were  as  follows  : —

The  fifteen  samples  of  Untreated  Milk  were  also  examined  for 
Brucella  abortus  infection.  Two  samples  gave  positive  results  under 
the  Brucella  Ring  Test  but  Brucella  abortus  was  not  isolated  in  either 
sample  under  the  follow  up  Culture  test.
